The Old Town resident, 
a senior who refuses to dis¬ 
cuss her age, was at the 
library Friday to speak to 
Gates, hoping he will help 
put pressure on the prov¬ 
ince to make some changes 
that will improve the care 
people receive in homes 
across the province. 

Her advocacy commit¬ 
tee has crafted a petition, 
now serving as a model in 
other areas in the province, 
addressing the issues they 
have focused on as priori¬ 
ties for better care. 

The research of the com¬ 
mittee identified two major 
areas of concern. The first 
was the inadequate direct, 
personal care of residents, 
with insufficient time spent 
providing one-on-one care 
to residents. 

The other across-the- 
board concern was the 
inconsistent, unregulated 
training of personal sup¬ 
port workers (PSWsJ, who 
play a significant role in the 
care of residents. 

Making strides in just 
those two priorities, she 
said, would go a long way 
toward improving the qual¬ 
ity of life for those in long¬ 
term care. 

In 2008, she told Gates, 
the provincial budget 
promised an increase from 
2.8 hours of care per resi¬ 
dent per day to four hours, 
“but that never happened.”

The advocacy commit¬ 
tee’s petition asks for that 
promise to be honoured, 
and a plan developed to 
phase in increases to five 
hours a day by 2015. 

It also calls for a licens¬ 
ing body to develop a 
process of consistent reg¬ 
istration, accreditation 
and certification for all 
PSWs. 

Currently, Steele said, 
PSWs can be certified 
after training that can 
occur over several months 
or a three-day long week- 

Such a college could 
also develop a complaints 
process that would help 
protect residents from 
abuse, she said. 

The advocacy commit¬ 
tee has had petitions with 
more than 20,000 signa¬ 
tures presented at 


Queen’s Park, and during 
her visit to Gates, Steeles 
gave him a folder of peti¬ 
tions representing anoth¬ 
er 717 signatures. 
Although he has asked 
several questions in the 
legislature after winning 
the February byelection 
for Niagara Falls, NOTL 
and Fort Erie, this will be 
his first petition, he told 
Steeles, promising to sign 
and present it at his first 
opportunity. 

Following her meeting 
with Gates, Steeles said 
she was impressed by his 
knowledge of long-term 

“He really understood 
the issues.” 

Gates expects to be at 
the NOTL Public Library 
every Friday from 10 a.m. 

He is also opening rid¬ 
ing offices in Fort Erie 
and Niagara Falls.

After retiring from a 
career of nursing and then 
as hospital administrator 
here in NOTL, McCann 
wanted to be more involved 
with the Canadian Cancer 
Society. She began by help¬ 
ing out with the Gardens of 
Hope, the daffodil gardens 
planted around town, and 
then began canvassing as 
well. 

This year, as president 
of the local branch of the 
cancer society, she will use 
the days when she is feel¬ 
ing up to it, between che- 


The information from 
the second mammogram 
led to an appointment for a 
needle biopsy. 

All of this was occurring 
over Christmas, she says, 
and the week after 
Christmas she and Pat 
were planning on heading 
for their home in Florida. 

Her family doctor, look¬ 
ing at preliminary results 
of the biopsy, told her she 
was good to go. 

But just a few days after 
arriving in Florida, she 
received another phone 
call, this one asking her to 
return for a second biopsy. 

Last winter, she and her 
husband Pat went away to 

This winter, they didn't 
have much time to do any- 


tal in Niagara Falls for the 
biopsy. 

"I’m thankful they called 
me back,” says McCann, 
who had planned to be 
away for three months. 

"I feel like I had a few 
people looking out for 

Her diagnosis was stage 
2B breast cancer—2B refers 
to the size of the tumour 
and the number of lymph 
nodes affected—which is 
good news for total recov¬ 
ery, she says. 

She has begun four 
months of chemotherapy, 
with treatments every 
other week, and then will 
have six to eight weeks of 
radiation. 

That will be followed by 
five years of a hormone 
suppressant to prevent 
new cancer cells from 
developing. 

All this, following a 
“successful” lumpectomy 
and removal of 24 lymph 

McCann is going to 


luravinski Cancer Centre 
in Hamilton, after being 
put in touch with an excel¬ 
lent doctor there through a 
breast cancer survivor, who 
had high praise for the care 
she received. 

That helped to get the 
process moving quickly, 
McCann said, and she was 
also impressed from the 
initial consultation with 
the up-to-date information 
she was offered, and the 
caring manner with which 
she was treated through- 

Although some might 
consider the distance an 
inconvenience, she has her 
husband to drive her, and 
they enjoy the quiet time 
spent on the road togeth- 

And throughout it all, 
her daughter Brianne 
Pozzobon, who was 
inspired by a book written 
by a young cancer victim of 
her journey though the 
system, became an advo¬ 
cate, helping her navigate 
through the pro-

Glendale residents 


Glendale residents must sometimes ask 
themselves howthey ended up in their cur¬ 
rent situation. 

They bought their dream homes in a 
beautiful new subdivision, with a Niagara- 
on-the-Lake address but far removed from 
the problems associated with the influx of 
tourists to the Old Town. 

Their neighbourhood was quiet, almost 
remote, and they must have been quite 
happy to have it that way. 

Then came the students who wanted to 
attend Niagara College and live within 
walking distance, only to find that except 
for a limited number of college residence 
rooms, the houses in Niagara-on-the- 
Green were their only other option. 

It’s not their fault—it’s just the reality 
associated with the college’s Glendale cam¬ 
pus, far removed from the apartments and 
townhouses that surround the Niagara 
College campus in Welland. 

So the Niagara-on-the-Green subdivi¬ 
sion, home to families with young children, 
found itself battling a plethora of vehicles 
parked on its streets and noisy late-night

Lord Mayor 
writes to 
Health Canada 
over grow-op 
concerns 

To Health Minister 
Rona Ambrose, re: medi¬ 
cal marihuana facilities 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 

As Lord Mayor of the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, I’m writing to 
express my concern with 
the new federal medical 


review process. 

To date, our Town has 


received five notices of 
intent from applicants 
seeking a licence under 
the new regulations. Of 
those, one applicant 
holds a current licence 
under the old regulatory 
regime and has pur¬ 
chased and assumed 
operations of an existing 
greenhouse facility on a 
major thoroughfare into 
our town, one of 
Canada’s premier tourist 
destinations. 

Our community is 
experiencing a great deal 
of angst with this one 
site in particular, which 
could have been effec¬ 
tively addressed much 
sooner in the process if 
our community had first 


been allowed to express 
its support or concerns 
with such a facility. 

We were not given 
that opportunity through 
the current process. 

While the applicant 
advised us of their inten¬ 
tions under the new reg¬ 
ulations, they proceeded 
with construction with¬ 
out planning approvals 
and remain in violation 
of our Town’s bylaws. 
This has forced the 
municipality to expend 
significant resources to 
not only enforce our 
existing regulations, but 
also to explain to the 
public there is little more 
we can do to defend 
against this particular 


result, this has caused 
unnecessary alarm for 
residents. Should this 
applicant, or any other 
applicant for that matter, 
proceed this way under 
the new rules, it will be 
completely unacceptable 
to our community. 

The introduction of 
medical marihuana 
growing operations is a 
whole new process for 
municipalities and, as 
such, requires its own set 
of rules and regulations 
that respects the needs 
of residents in each host 
community. 

To help address these 
concerns, at least in part, 
I ask the federal govern¬ 


ment to amend its pro¬ 
cess. Rather than simply 
notifying the municipali¬ 
ty of its intentions, appli- 
cantsshould be required 
to provide site plan 
information to Health 
Canada as part of theli- 
cence application pro¬ 
cess. In turn, Health 
Canada officials would 
forward that information 
to the local municipality 
for comment based on 
our current by-laws. 
Thiswould ensure local 
by-law compliance for 
each proposed site 
becomes a condition of 
approval before a licence 
is issued by Health 
Canada. 

As it stands, the 


municipality has no way 
of knowing which appli¬ 
cants are likely to suc¬ 
ceed in the federal pro¬ 
cess. It would be very 
beneficial to give munic¬ 
ipalities the ability to 
review the impacts of the 
facilities and to provide 
at least preliminary 
municipal support prior 
to the federal govern¬ 
ment proceeding with 
the applications. 

I would be pleased to 
meet with you to discuss 
my concerns further and 
would supply additional 
information to aid our 
discussion at that time.

A Niagara-on -the-Lake 
resident who lives near the 
Lakeshore Rd. medicinal 
marijuana greenhouse wants 
the town to take steps to pre¬ 
vent these grow-ops from 
operating near residential 

Jid Carone, who lives in 
Garrison Village near the 
greenhouse, also said he is 
collecting signatures for a 
petition to Health Canada 
which regulates these opera¬ 
tions and notifies municipali¬ 
ties when applications for 
licenses are received. 

“Niagara-on-the-Lake 
needs to take the bull by the 


horns,” he said, noting that 
more marijuana growing 
operations like the current 
one with a high barbed wire 
fence and an offensive odour 
could be approved anywhere 
in agricultural areas. 

At the committee-of-the- 
whole Monday, Carone asked 
councillors to enact legisla¬ 
tion to limit the number of 
grow-ops allowed and pre¬ 
vent them from locating with¬ 
in 1,000 meters of a residen¬ 
tial area, a school, a park or a 
church. He also suggested 
that the operations be desig¬ 
nated as a pharmaceutical 
use, not agricultural, so they 
would only be permitted in 
industrial zones. 

Another Garrison Village 
resident Jim Leigh said he 
could smell the aroma of 
“vegetative marijuana” com¬ 
ing from the Lakeshore Rd. 
facility in his garage during a 
warm day in February. 

“The odour will be over¬ 
whelming when summer 
comes,” he said, calling on the 
town to prohibit grow-ops 
until zoning amendments

"Marijuana is a controlled 
substance under the Criminal 

Code,” Leigh said. "Marijuana 
is not a rose. It is a drug and 
should be treated as a drug... 
and restricted to light indus¬ 
trial areas.” 

He encouraged other resi¬ 
dents to contact Health 
Canada and MP Rob 


Nicholson about the issue. 
The recommendations to the 
town by Carone and Leigh 
were referred to staff. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke sent 
a letter to Health Minister 
Rona Ambrose Monday 
expressing the town's con¬ 
cern about the federal license 
review process for grow-op 
applications. 

“Our community is expe¬ 
riencing a great deal of angst 


with this one site in particu¬ 
lar,” he wrote, “ which could 
have been effectively 
addressed much sooner in 
the process if our community 
had first been allowed to 
express its support or con¬ 
cerns about such a facility." 

“We were not given that 
opportunity through the cur¬ 
rent process.” 

Eke is asking the federal 
government to amend the 


licensing process by requir¬ 
ing applicants to provide site 
plan information to Health 
Canada which would be for¬ 
warded to municipalities for 
comment regarding current 

“This would ensure local 
bylaw compliance for each 
proposed site becomes a con¬ 
dition of approval before a 
license is issued by Health 
Canada,” he said.

Wednesday. 

When Henderson was 
inducted into the 
International Hockey Hall 
of Fame in Sweden last 
year, he had a conversa¬ 
tion with goalie Vladislav 
Tretiak, who failed to stop 
that winning Summit 
Series goal. 

Tretiak told Henderson 
it must have been “divine 
intervention. God was on 
your side.”

Henderson asked how 
much the job paid, and 


was told he was being

“Do you know who I 
am," the NHLer asked 
himself. “I used to get 
paid a lot of money to do 
that.” 

Stevens suggested 
Henderson have a look at 
the spiritual side of life, 
telling he seemed like a 
frustrated, angry guy. 

“I was,” saidHenderson, 
and so began the weekly 
conversations with 
Stevens about religion 
that led to Henderson 
deciding to let God into 
his life. 

His wife, a church-go¬ 
er, was nervous. “I never 
do anything half way,” he 
said. “She was afraid I'd 
become fanatical about 

Since then Eleanor, his 
wife of 51 years, their 
three daughters and their 
grandchildren, have all 
made the decision to 
embrace Christianity, he 

Henderson talked 
about Stevens as his spiri¬ 
tual mentor, and others 
who had been an influ¬ 
ence in his life—includ¬ 


GABA-ONTttE-^ 
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ing his father, who could 
be intimidating and had a 
temper, but who also let 
his son know how proud 
he was of him. 

He spoke of the time 
he almost gave up hock¬ 
ey. He was playing in the 
juniors, thinking about 
university, and terrified 
of the life of poverty he 
was afraid might be his 
future. When he told his 
father his decision, he 


asked him how he would 
feel watching hockey on 
TV and not being part of 
it. He knew his father was 
right, that he would regret 
it if he didn't give it a 
chance, and after talking 
it over with Eleanor, then 
his wife-to be, decided to 
give it another year. 

The rest, as he said, is 
history.

Niagara is often viewed 
as a place where people 
come to retire. 

But in the last five years, 
36% of the 53,468 new¬ 
comers to the region were 
between the ages of 25-44, 
while 21% were between 
45-64. 

"I can’t believe still that 
(those numbers) are true. 
Those were not the num¬ 
bers that I ever thought 
were going on,” said 
Niagara Regional 
Chairman Gary Burroughs 
during his State of the 
Region speech Friday 
afternoon. 

The data from Statistics 
Canada indicate the 
majority of new residents 
— 57% — are "in that 
working-age group," which 
will benefit businesses 


looking for employees and 
non-profit organizations 
looking for volunteers. 

Only 9% of the people 
who moved to Niagara in 
the last half decade were 
65 or older. 

“Renewal is occurring 
and it’s exciting,” said 
Burroughs. 

He delivered his 2014 
address during a luncheon 
at John Michael’s Banquet 
and Conference Centre in 
Thorold. 

Burroughs highlighted 
three themes during his 
speech, including a new 
approach to how the 
Region does business, 
community investment, 
and advocating for regular 
GO commuter rail ser- 

“Too often at the Region 
we’ve heard without actu¬ 
ally listening. I can say 
today, we’ve changed that 
culture,” he said. “We’re 
getting our own 
nu U .v in order.” 

Burroughs dis¬ 
cussed new senior 
leadership at the 
Region and staff 


working "closer than ever” 
with municipal CAOs and 
economic development 
officers. 

He talked about a new 
Niagara Regional Police 
headquarters and District 
2 in Niagara Falls and a 
new District 1 in SL 
Catharines to better serve 
residents, visitors and offi- 

Burroughs said the 
Region is maintaining its 
essential transportation 
networks, such as a 100- 
year rebuild of Burgoyne 
Bridge, the approval for 
the Shickluna station in 
St. Catharines and repaint¬ 
ing the Main St. bridge in 
Welland. 

The Region is funding 
storm-water projects to 
ensure water is protected 
and is allocating funds to 
preserve, protect and 
ensure beachfront prop¬ 
erties are publicly acces¬ 
sible, he said. 

“Niagara is growing. 
We're positive and it’s 
contagious,” said 
Burroughs, pointing to the 
CanadianMotor Speedway 


development in Fort Erie, 
The Outlet Collection mall 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and investments in the 
East canal lands in Port 
Colbome. 

Burroughs reiterated 
regional council’s unani¬ 
mously-approved motion 
calling on the province to 
support GO commuter rail 
to Niagara with stops in 
Grimsby, St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls by the 
summer of 2015. 

He said it would be a 
"huge economic driver" 
for Niagara, with stronger 
connections to the Greater 
Toronto Area and possible 
linkages to future U.S. 
high-speed rail. 

Burroughs encouraged 
the public to get behind 
an “aggressive advocacy 
campaign” by calling, 
emailing or writing to their 
local MPPs, 

Transportation Minister 
Glen Murray and Premier 
Kathleen Wynne. 

“GO commuter rail will 
be a game changer. 
Premier Wynne has made 
three GO rail service

Autism awareness promoted 
through town’s flag-raising

This year, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake became one of 
more than 300 communi¬ 
ties in Ontario to raise a 
flag for autism awareness. 

Kim Elltoft was there to 
recognize the occasion. 

The mother of a 
14-year-old son with 
autism says she has 
learned a lot about the 
disease since his diagno- 

The most important 
piece of information she 
has acquired is that her 
son Seth "just thinks a dif¬ 
ferent way from other peo¬ 
ple.” 

She has also discovered 
over the last decade or so 
that society is becoming 
more knowledgeable and 
more accepting of kids 
with differences. 


"People are learning 
how to better handle kids 
with all kinds of disabili¬ 
ties” she says. 

"And people are far 
more aware of autism. It’s 
not such a big issue any- 

In a regular class at 
Laura Secord Secondary 
School, Seth is doing well. 

He had a difficult time 
when he first started 
school at Parliament Oak, 
but then he began getting 
help. 

"They were fantastic,” 
Elltoft says of his teachers. 

"At Laura Secord, his 
teachers are aware of his 
issues, and he can ask to 
leave the classroom when 
he needs to go to the 
resource centre. 

"He knows he can get 
help if he needs it. He 
loves school.” 

It has been 
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“such a relief as a parent” 
to know that help is avail¬ 
able to him, she says. 

Wednesday, April 2 was 
World Autism Awareness 
Day—last year was the 
first time Canada recog¬ 
nized this day—and the 
flag-raising across the 
province to acknowledge 
it is just “one small thing I 
did,” says Kevin Conway. 

The NOTL resident 
began advocating for 
changes in the education¬ 
al system when his son, 
then 10 years old and suf¬ 
fering from asperger’s syn¬ 
drome, began experienc¬ 
ing difficulty in school. 

His son is now finishing 
his university education in 
computer science at 
Dalhousie University in 
Nova Scotia, living inde¬ 
pendently and very suc¬ 
cessfully with his own 
apartment and car, says

When he discovered 
there was no support 
available, he began work¬ 
ing on special education 
reform, first at the elemen¬ 
tary school level with the 
Toronto District School 
Board, then on to the high

Often some of the most brilliant 
students, who have received support 
through elementary and high school, 
get lost once they reach university 
and drop out quickly, he said. 

But that too is changing thanks to 
Conway’s perseverance, and now 
finally progress is being made with 
transitional programing right from 
Kindergarten through to the start of a 
career after college or university. 

Along the way, Conway has 
received help from Kathleen Wynne, 
first when she was the parliamentary 
assistant to the minister of educa¬ 
tion, and later when she became the 
minister of education. 

She continues to be involved as 
the premier of the province—none of 
what he has accomplished, he says, 
would have happened without her 
support. 

Throughout the decade, he says, 
it's not so much what he has done 
himself, but that he brings profes¬ 
sionals together to focus on achiev¬ 
ing clear objectives. 

“What I do is I get things going, by 
bringing the right people together. 
Then I disappear, and move on to 
something else. Now I’m working 
with senior executives in corpora¬ 
tions to get policies changed so that 


there will be companies to welcome 
these bright young people, so that 
they can have careers. In maybe five 
years, I expect we'll have a province¬ 
wide transition program from post¬ 
secondary school to the workplace.’’ 

His mantra, he says, is “we want 
taxpayers, not people dependent on 
society for their entire lifetime.” 

And failure is never an option for 
him, he adds. 

“There was a time when the edu¬ 
cation system was not geared to ben¬ 
efit these bright young people,” he 
said. “We’re changing the game for 

To raise the profile of Autism 
Awareness Day, Conway, who 
worked for almost 20 years as an 
executive with the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities, sent emails 
to mayors and councils across 
Ontario, asking them to raise flags on 
April 2 of last year. Flags were raised 
in about 300 schools as well as 
municipalities this year. 

Conway has received many 
awards for his work over the last 
decade, and will receive provincial 
recognition next month in the form 
of the Glenn Crombie Memorial 
Award for an individual who has 
made an outstanding contribution to 
students with disabilities in the 
Ontario community college system.
